  15   SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  16  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

  19   (A) (1) IN THIS SECTION THE FOLLOWING WORDS HAVE THE MEANINGS 
  20  INDICATED. 
 
  21    (2) "AFFILIATE" MEANS A PERSON THAT DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY, OR 
  22  THROUGH ONE OR MORE INTERMEDIARIES, CONTROLS, IS CONTROLLED BY, OR IS 
  23  UNDER COMMON CONTROL WITH ANOTHER PERSON. 
 
  24    (3) "CONTROL" MEANS THE POSSESSION, DIRECT OR INDIRECT, OF THE 
  25  POWER TO DIRECT THE MANAGEMENT OR POLICIES OF A PERSON. 
 
  26    (4) "PARENT" MEANS: 
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   1     (I) A FIRM, HOLDING COMPANY, OR OTHER PERSON THAT 
   2  ULTIMATELY CONTROLS A PUBLIC SERVICE COMPANY; OR 
 
   3     (II) ANY INTERMEDIARY ENTITY THAT CONTROLS A PUBLIC 
   4  SERVICE COMPANY. 
 
   5   (B) THE COMMISSION MAY EXAMINE ALL ACCOUNTS, BOOKS, AND RECORDS 
   6  THAT THE COMMISSION DETERMINES NECESSARY TO PERFORM ITS DUTIES UNDER 
   7  THIS ARTICLE, INCLUDING THE ACCOUNTS, BOOKS, AND RECORDS OF: 
 
   8    (1) A PUBLIC SERVICE COMPANY; 
 
   9    (2) A PARENT OF A PUBLIC SERVICE COMPANY; 
 
  10    (3) AN AFFILIATE OF A PUBLIC SERVICE COMPANY; AND 
 
  11    (4) AN AFFILIATE OF A PARENT OF A PUBLIC SERVICE COMPANY. 
 
  12   SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
